GERMANS STRONG RIVALS 


Pommern, Last Reported Sail- 
ing Over Lake Erie, May Win 
World’s Honors; Other 
Craft in W. Virginia. 


Zanesville, O., Oct. 23, 2a. m—The Amer- 
jean balloon America passed over this city 
just after midnight this morning. 

At 12:80 o’clock a patrolman found a sand 
bag, to which was attached a message, lying 
at the foot of the courthouse steps, where 
it wae dropped by the navigators.

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The second international aeronautic con- 
test begun Monday at St. Louis entered its 
closing stages at 6:15 o'clock last night when 
Maj. Henry B. Hersey in the balloon United 
States landed near Caledonia, Ont., on the 
shores of Lake Ontario, twelve miles south 
of Hamilton. The total distance from St. 
Louis to the place of descent, measured in an 
air line, is approximately 700 miles. Maj. 
Hersey covered it in a fraction more than 


twenty-six’ hours, his average speed being 


almost twenty-seven miles an hour. 
Descent of the aerial racer was accom- 


plished without mishap and a message from 


the aeronaut received last night gaid the jour- 
ney had been exceptionally fine. 

Whether Maj. Hersey will be the winner of 
the cup offered for the race cannot be told 
umil the other contestants come to earth. 
One of the balloons was reported last night 
as crossing Lake Huron at Alpena, Mich., 600 
miles from St. Louis, and the Pommern, one 
of the German entries, passed over Cleve- 
land, O., going north, at 3 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon. 


Four in West Virginia. 
At midnight four balloons crossed the Ohio 
river at Wheeling, sailing east. They had 
then traveled approximately 500 miles and 

showed no signs of descending. * 
Aeronauts McCoy and Chandler practically 
withdrew from the contest when passing over 
Marion, O. A message was dropped there by 
them saying that their course lay towards 
Lake Erie and that they would descend on 

reaching that body of water. 
Any of the remaining seven balloons still in 
the air might, under favorable conditions, 
sail farther than did the United States. 


Maj. Hersey’s Route. 

Maj. Hersey’s route took him a little east 
of north across the state of Illinois, carried 
him over the lower end of Lake Michigan 
from a point near Waukegan, and put him 
in sight of South Haven, Mich., at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 

He crossed the state of Michigan in almost 
a straight line and was blown across Lake 
St. Claire about 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
His flight was observed by many towns, and 
in a number of places his balloon was rec- 
ognized by observers. Detroit reported him 
in that vicinity shortly after 2 o’clock, when 
his course shifted and the balloon was car- 
ried out to the middle of Lake Erie. He was 
seen at Chatham and High Gate, Ont., early 
in the afternoon. When over Lake Erie he 
ran into a different air current,. which car- 
ried him northeast to the landing place. 
During the entire flight the United States 
sailed on a low level, in accordance with 
Maj. Hersey’s expressed intention, before his 
departure from St. Louis. 
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Pommern Strong Rival. 
The nearest rival to the United States is 
believed to be the big chrome yellow Ger- 
man cruising balloon, the Pommern, which 
was last reported as whirling across Lake 
Erie in the teeth of a thirty-five mile gale. 

The Pommern passed over Cleveland dur- 
ing the afternoon and sent down a message 
reporting “all well.“ It is figured that the 
Pommern was but a little distance behind 
the United States during the afternoon, and 
if she is able to remain up after crossing 
the lake there is a belief that she may. ex- 
ceed the excellent record of the United 
States. 

News of the landing of the United States 
was just a bit disappointing to the followers 
of the race in St. Louis, who were confidently 
predicting that Maj. Hersey would break the 
world’s record of 1,200 miles. 

There are, however, several experts who 
still believe that this record may go by the 


board. They are also of the opinion that, 


the record for duration, 41 hours and 5 min- 
utes, may be exceeded. Both the distance 
and the endurance records are held by Count 
Henry de la Vaulx of France. 


No Word of Other Descents. 

The report of the landing of the United 
States not having been received until several 
hours after the descent led to the fear that 
some of the other contestants may have come 
to earth in places remote from telegraph fa- 
cilities. In the absence of definite reports, 
however, the other balloons are believed still 
to be in the air.

Pinned Under Auto in Water. 


The fatal accident occurred at a point 
where the road takes a turn to reach the 
bridge, and the machine while running on the 
bridge skidded and then plunged into the 
river, turning over while in the air and pin- 
joning the owner under it in the water. The 
chauffeur and Regnier escaped a similar fate 
by leaping from the machine before it 
plunged into the river. 

Later they went to the aid of Griffin and by 
diving into the water dragged him from 
under the automobile. He was unconscious, 
though not yet asphyxiated by the water, 
and was hurried to the hospital in the buggy 
of a farmer who was passing at the time. 
The chauffeur and Regnier then left. 


Dies in Hospital. 


Griffin was carried into the hospital by the 
farmer. and a boy who was with him, and 
they left without giving their names. He lay 
unconscious until 11:45 o’clock, when he re- 
vived and complained of his head hurting. 
He quickly relapsed into unconsciousness and 
died a short time later. 

George Griffin, a son, was notified of the 
accident by the hospital superintendent. He 
went to Oak Park and remained at the insti- 
tution until late, but left an hour before his 
father died. 


Identify Auto Victim. 


The inquest on the death of Adrian H. 
Sibson, 19 year old son of Richard Sibson, 
a real estate man at 26 Bolton place, Cleve- 
land, O., who was killed by the. upturning 
ot his automobile in Michigan avenue early 
in the morning. established that it was an 
unavoidable accident.

Branches Also Are Besieged. 

The Bronx branch was beset early, anda 
long line was formed, extending across the 
little square formed by Willis avenue and 
One Hundred and Forty-ninth street and 
Third avenue. Two United States Express 
wagons were driven hurriedly up to the 
bank’s doors at the opening. One wagon 
carried $175,000 and the other $50,000. The 
Centrai Union Gas company and Borden's 
Condensed Milk company tried to help out 
by making big deposits, the former making 
a deposit of $50,000. The men and women 
lined: up on the outside were not to be 
stopped, however, and the rush continued. 

At 12:30 o’clock Manager John Bambey 
mounted a box alongside the paying teller's 
window and announced that the company 
would have to suspend payment until the 
next day, as it was found impossible to get 
any more cash up to the branch during the 
day. Immediately after the announcement 
the police cleared the building of people and 
also kept the crowd on the outside moving. 

Mr. Bambey said that the branch had 
about 3,500 depositors, and that when pay- 
ment was stopped $350,000 had been paid out. 


Shock to Upper Fifth Avenue. 


It was after Mr. Brown had got on his 
chair again and made the official announce- 
ment of the suspension of payment, voicing 
the hope that the bank could resume pay- 
ments tomorrow, that little scenes of comedy 
and tragedy broke the tension in the green 
marbled banking room. Most of the early 
comers, the men and women who had taken 
first alarm and had withdrawn their slen- 
der savings, had gone by this time, and it 
was upon the women in silks and the men 
in frock coats and silk tiles that the blow 
of the bank official's announcement fell. 
Upper Fifth avenue was as loath to believe 
that its money was out of reach as the 
streets of the east side would have been. 


Brokers Fail for $6,000,000. 

The $6,000,000 failure, which was one of the 
sensational features of the day, was that of 
Mayer & Co., stock brokers at 11 Wall street. 
The firm notified the managers of the stock 
exchange at 2:45 o'clock p. m. that they were 
unable to continue, and that an assignment 
had been made for the benefit of their credi- 
tors. 

According to the attorneys of the firm the 
abilities are approximately $6,000,000, but 
it wae said that the assets would be sufficient 
to pay all creditors in full, and that the firm 
would findoubtedly be able to resume. Fall- 
ure of customers to meet their margins and 
the slump in the market, especially in Dela- 
ware and Hudson, were given as the reasons 
for the failure. 

The firm of Mayer & Co. was formed on 
June 1, 1906, with Marcus Mayer, George R. 
Leske and Abraham R. Baylis as partners. 
Mayer & Co. had been known as specialists 
in Delaware and Hudson, and the books of 
the railroad show Mayer to be the heaviest 
individual stockholder in the road. At the 
annual meeting last spring Mr. Mayer voted 
in his own name 11,000 shares, the firm vot- 
ing 18,000 shares. 


Bank Suspension a Factor. 

All day today there was a drive on Del- 
aware and Hudson, which caused it to break 
to the closing price, 138. This showed a per- 
sonal loss to Mr. Mayer of $420,000. When 
rumors of the impending failure got about 
in the street today Mr. Mayer received many 
offers of assistance, but he hoped that cus- 
tomers would come to the firm's aid with 
additional margins. 

Mary of the firm’s customers, however, 
were tied up by the suspension of the 
Knickerbocker Trust company so that they 
decided they would have to go under. Their 
attorneys, Alexander & Colby, were sent for 
and the firm made an assignment for the 
general benefit of its creditors to William F. 
Goldbeck of the law firm. On behalf of Mr. 
Mayer and the firm Mr. Colby, one of the 
counsel, made the following statement late 
in the afternoon: 

No detailed statement of the firm’s at- 
fairs can be made as yet. The liabilities of 
the firm are about $6,000,000, mostly secured. 
Until the market had reached its present 
Stage the assets Were far in excess of the 
liabilities. Just at present we do not know 
what the difference between the assets and 
liabilities is.“ 


CHICAGO BANKS LOATH TO LOAN 


Local Financial Institutions Appear 
Strong as Ever, but Adopt Con- 
servative Policy. 


Chicago banks kept in as close touch as 
possible yesterday with the New York situ- 
ation. While they realized it was extremely 
acute, they professed to feel fairly comfort- 
able. The sympathy that exists between the 
money markets could not be overlooked. 

The only special attitude on the part of the 
local banks was with reference to the mak 
ing of loans. They were extremely careful 
in this particular. A merchant or manufac- 
turer who wished to increase his line of credit 
nad to give some other excuse than that his 
business was growing. 

A request for money to be able to increase 
his obligations to the banks, instead of de- 
creasing them, was sufficient to call fortha 
refusal to lend. In the case of one bank the 
borrower was told that not only would addi- 
tional credit not be furnished at this time 
but that his line would be cut down $50,000. 

So far as information from New York is con- 
cerned, the best received was a private tele- 
gram from a member of the New York clear- 
ing house committee. He said that after the 
cleaning up had been done he did not see any- 
thing dangerous ahead, though he admitted 
the situation was unpleasant. He said con- 
cerning the Knickerbocker Trust company 
that it had been managed along Morse lines 
and that Morse’s methods were directly the 
opposite to conservative. 

Because of strong demand for money inthe 
west Chicago banks have been pulling down 
their New York balances, and the fact that 
they have done so is a matter over which they 
are inclined to feel satisfied. They have 
merely looked on such a course as one of self- 
protection. Loans in the New York market 
in large volume have been closed out and the 
credit brought west. Wall street probably 
has lost at least $50,000,000 from this cause. 

As far as Chicago banks are concerned, 
there was nothing heard except an irrespon- 
sible rumor early in the day. There is no 
bank in Chicago in trouble. 


JULIEN DAVIES RUSHES EAST. 


Knickerbocker Trust Company’s Coun- 
sel Cancels Fishing Trip When 
He Hears of Suspension. 


Julien T. Davies, general counsel for the 

Knickerbocker Trust company of New York. 
made about as quick a departure from Chi- 
cago yesterday as any middle aged man has 
accomplished for some years. His law firm 
of Davies, Stone & Auerbach is not only 
counsel for the Knickerbocker but the Guar- 
anty Trust company as well, and he was in 
Chicago representing the latter in the Union 
Traction hearing before Judge Grosscup. 
At noon Mr. Davies remarked to a friend: 
There is good fishing in Wisconsin this time 
of the year, and I am figuring on going up 
there for two or three days and trying it. If 
I get back to New York by Saturday it will 
be time enough.”’ 

At 1:15 p. m. Mr. Davies was clamoring for 
accommodations on the Twentieth Century 
Limited, which left in an hour and a quarter.

BANKS HANG ON TO CASH. 


Call Money Goes to 70, While 
Stocks Travel Toboggan 
Greased by Suspension. 


New York, Oct. 22.—[Special. }—Demorali- 
zation bordering on panic prevailed 1 the 
stock exchange between 12 and 1 o’clock. 
reaching its height on the announcement that 
the Broadway, office of the Knickerbocker. 
Trust company had temporarily stopped pay- 
ment. Prices fell one-half to.a point at a time 
amid wildest excitement, with some ex- 
treme losses up to 1 o'clock extending to 
eight and ten points. 

Sensational features were Union Pacific, 
which. ran off to 108, as against 117, yester- 
day’s closing; Northern Pacific, 110%, against 
118% yesterday; Reading, 78, against 85%: 
St. Paul, 106%, against 113%; and Pennsy!- 
vania, 113%, against 117%. 

Many of the speciaities were virtually une 
salable and the bid prices were often five and 
ten points below previous transactions. After 
1 o’clock the decline halted for awhile; then 
there was another frenzy of selling, and 
prices crumbled away again to new low 
records. 

On the closing hour the market regained its 
equilibrium, but was aighly unsettled, al- 
though prices rallied fairly. 


Call Money Goes to 70 Per Cent. 

In the late excitement the rate for call 
money advanced to 70 per cent, the highest 
rate in months, but only $200,000 was loaned 
at that figure. Several bankers formed a pool 
of $4,000,000. which was loaned at between 40 
and 50 per cent. This was offered on the 
stock exchange in blocks of $100,000 each. 
Some of the large brokerage houses obtained 
loans at this rate as a protective measure, and 
there was no complaint at paying the high 
rate so long as the money was obtainable. 

Scenes in the various brokers’ offices were 
spectacular, end the members of firms were 
beside themselves fn many cases. They made 
frantic efforts to get larger margins, and 
some of them in their doubts declined to ac- 
cept buying orders at all. As for the out of 
town orders, the wire houses were in great 
confusion, and were in a quandary as to how 
to treat accounts. All of them, however, so 
far as could be seen, reported a strong condi- 
tion of affairs in the interior. Brokers re- 
ported that the responses to margin calls 
from interior points were remarkable. 

The curb market was also much disturbed 
with a drop of 20% points in Standard Oil to 
890. This was on sales of about 375 shares. 


Liquidation Beyond Precedent. 

It has rarely fallen to the lot of the trader to 
witness liquidation in such volume or of such 
an urgent character as he saw in some stocks 
today. Ordinarily a block of 2,000 or 3,000 
shares is accounted a large transaction and 
attracts considerable notice, but today indi- 
vidual transactions in many times that num- 
ber Of shares were not infrequent. The first 
transaction in Union Pacific included 12,000 
shares, and in Reading, United States Steel, 
and other active issues sales of enormous size 
were made as if the sellers were fearful that 
the loss of a second might mean the loss of a 
market. 

But all these enormous sales found buyers 
waiting. Brokers supposed to represent the 
largest private banking firms in the western 
world seemed to have unlimited orders to buy 
not only stocks in which the house is known 
to be interested but to render support to any 
leading issue that threatened to throw the 
market into a state of demoraligation. 

The traders estimated the purchases made 
by these interests at not less than 150,000 
shares of various stocks, the buying being al- 
ways encountered at the weakest moments. 
Seldom has support been more urgently need- 
ed, and never has it been more consistently or 
more successfully rendered. 


Few Banks Risk Money Loans. 


The,day’s average rate for call money was 
40 per cent. While, other banks were hold- 
ing back, the First National loaned an aggre- 
gate of $5,000,000. The National City put 
out, it was reported, $500,000, but other 
institutions made almost no offers of call 
money until late in the market’s session. 
The smaller banks in the clearing house as- 
sociation, it was said, made no offerings 
whatever, and there was considerable criti- 
cism of these institutions by the more im- 
portant banks in the Walletreet: district. 

An effort was made early in the day to 
induce clearing house banks to advance 
money on call for these purposes. If any 
trust companies or other institutions were 
calling loans it was essential, it was main- 
tained, that the securities be sold on terms 
protecting the lenders’ interests. In the last 
hour of business some progress was made 
in this direction, and the loan was, in fact, 
put into operation, though the amounts ad- 
vanced by the codperating banks were small. 

Stocks Make NdW Low Records. 

Until support was injected into the stock 
market by the offerings of call money prices 
declined with great rapidity and new low 
records for the year were made repeatedly in 
practically all of the active issues inactive 
stocks; and specialties. The market was 
panicky. fitful, and excited, and at times, 
especially in the noon hour, showed a badly 
demoralized condition. 

At the extreme low prices of the day the 
market showed these net @eclines in some of 
the active shares and these low records:

READ SPEECHES BY ROOSEVELT 
FOR PANIC CAUSE, BANKER SAYS 


Vice President Turnbull of Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company Blames Pres- 
ident for Present Financial Trouble. 


New York, Oct. 22.—[Special.]—The de- 
struction of credit’ and confidence and the 
consequent embarrassment of business con- 
cerns entirely solvent under ordinary con- 
ditions was laid squarely at the door of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by William Turnbull, fourth 
vice president of the Knickerbocker Trust 
company. 

Last night we had every confidence in 
the institution,” said Turnbull. We knew 
that the trust company's assets were away 
above its liabilities, and we could not fore- 
gee that today’s trouble would come as it 
has. But just over night that delicate thing 
in the business world, public confidence, was 
shaken, and we came down to work this 
morning to find that our credit was doubted 
by the depositors, and that we hed a run on 
our hands, 

“This is the inevitable end of what has 
been in progress for months. There is a 
man high in authority in this country who 
does not know the meaning of credit, and“ 
who has consistently done all that he could 
to destroy that delicate constituent of legiti- 
mate business methods. The public is on 
the qui vive, its nerve is strained nearly to 
the breaking point as the result of these 
attacks by this man who does not know the 
meaning of credit. If disaster follows this 
initial break, and any one wants to learn 
the fundamental cause of the trouble, let 
him go back over the last six months and 
reag the speeches of this man.

Consider how difficult it ts to 
get money on security which yesterday was 
first class, and which tomorrow may be 
greatly depreciated because of the loss of con- 
fidence on the part of the public.” 

Others who did not wish their names to 
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be used spoke in the same vein. A condi- 
tion in republican politics here, remarkable 
considéring how recently every political as- 
pirant was clinging to President Roose- 
velt’s coattails, furnishes a striking side 
light to the feeling expressed by these busi- 
ness men. 


OTHER CITIES NOT ALARMED. 


Bankers and Investors from Boston to 
to San Francisco See No Cause 
for Worry. 


Investigation in financial circles in the 
chief money centers yesterday failed to dis- 
csose any marked uneasiness as a result of 
New York’s money troubles. 

Stocks in Boston followed the decline In 
Gotham, but the losses were relatively smal) 
and the banks said to be in splendid condition. 

Optimism was found in Pittsburg. where 
securities also fell in sympathy with Wan 
street. The money houses professed ability 
to meet any condition which might arise. 

The flurry had no appreciable effect in 
Cleveland, where the financiers expressed 
the belief that the New York troubles soon 
would vanish. Baltimore banks and investors 
expressed no alarm. Detroit's bank officials 


‘gaid the Wall street crisis would not affect 


them. 

In Cincinnati the siump in prices brought 
out a number of small investors who bought 
freely at prevailing low figures. Louisville 
and Indianapolis centers showed no sign of a 
storm. a 

Throughout the west conditions were de- 
ciared good. Bankers in Milwaukee, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Kansas City, Omaha, and 
Denver said the time had passed when a 
cyélone in Wall street would mar the finan- 
cial fabric of their respectives sections. 

Tacoma and Seatte and Portland financia; 
men said local conditions were more favor- 
able than in years past. 

San Francisco and Los Angeles bankers 
declared excellent the situation in their re- 
epective circles. 

Stocks generally throughout the country 
reflected the slump in New York, but there 
was no sensational tumbling of any security.

LOCK UNREST IN GOTHAM 


Every Effort to Be Made to Keep 
- Panicky Conditions Whiére 
They. Started. : 


Washington, DC.. Oct. 3 }—The 
full power of the government is being exer- 
cised tonight to prevent financial troubles in 
New York from spreading and engulfing not 
only New York banking institutions but oth- 
ers throughout the country. 

Secretary Cortelyou left Washington for 
New. York at 4 o’clock this afternoon and is 
understood here to be in copference late to- 
night with the presidents of Various banking 
institutions.. Before his departure he ordered 
the deposit of $6,000,000 in New, York banks. 
He will be prepared tomorrow to loan $25,- 
000,000; and if necessary will use all the cash 
in the treasury to prevent a panic. 

Secretary Cortelyou has available tonight 
little more than $52,000,000. This money, of 
course, can be utilized only through national 
banks. It cannot be loaned to trust compa- 
nies or to state institutions. 


Government Officials Nervous. 


There is no question that the authorities 
here are nervous over what tomorrow will 
pring forth, though Controller of the Cur- 
rency Ridgely has no doubt whatever as to 
the financial solvency of the national banks 
of New York. They have average cash re- 
serves of 26.09 per cent, but if there should 
be 9 started there is no telling what may 
happe 

If pematble it is hoped to restrict the trouble 
to New York. The financial condition of the 
banks in Chicago is first class in every re- 
spect. This is true of all the country save 
New York. It is this fact which leads to 
hope for the general situation. 

Moreover the rest of the world is in exactly 
the same condition financially as the United 
States. European countries have expanded 
their credits as has been done here, but in 
this country we have agricultural, mineral, 
and other resources back of credits which are 
outstanding, while Europe is not so well 
equipped. 


Danger Confined to New York. 


It is claimed there never was a time when 
the bank credits of the country outside of 
New York were based on such a large volume 
of commodities which were more readily 
salable at such high prices. Crops have been 
good and the animal output promises to be as 
large as it has been in preceding years. Prod- 
ucts of manufacturing plants have increased 
in volume, 

There is no real ground for depression, and 
this fact is expected to facilitate the efforts 
of the government to save the financial situa- 
tion. One of the things needful is confidence, 
and with business conditions as they are the 
treasury officials insist that there is no rea- 
son for apprehension. 

Coming at this juncture the treasury de- 

partment criticises sharply the action of At- 
/torney General Bonaparte in seizing the to- 
bacco consigned to the British-American 
Tobacco company at London. a branch ot the 
tobacco trust, for the purpose of testing the 
heretofore unused section of the anti-trust 
law.

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HONOR TO C. L. HUTCHINSON. 


President of the Art Institute 
for 25 Years Is Praised. 


DUTCH ROOM IS DEDICATED. 


— — 


Annual Exhibition Attended by 2,000 
Lovers of Pictures. 


Nearly 2.000 art lovers attended the open- 
ing reception of the twenty-ninth annual ex- 
‘hibition of the works of American artists yes- 
terday afternoon at the Art institute. A 
leading feature of the festivities was the 
dedication of a room in honor of President 
‘Charles L. Hutchinson, who last June com- 
pleted twenty-five years as president of the 
institution. 

The room which will perpetuate President 
Hutchinson’s name is in the south wing of 
the building on the second floor. It has been 
known heretofore as the Old Masters’ 
room from the Dutch masters on ex- 
hibition there. Hereafter it will be known as 
the Charles L. Hutchinson room. 

A reception to President Mutchinson per- 
sonally was held from 1 to 8 o'clock. Pre- 
ceding the reception, which was given in the 
newly named room, a luncheon was given to 
President Hutchinson by the governing mem- 
bers of the institute. Speeches laudatory of 
Mr. Hutchinson for the years of effort and 
time spent in promoting the best interests of 
art in Chicago were made by Martin A. Ryer- 
son and Dr. D. K. Pearsons, 


Room Is Redecorated. 


During the summer the Hutchinson room 
has been redecorated and a new mosaic 
floor has been laid. The room has been 
decorated in Belgian oak, and the walls 
have been hung in red basket weave mate- 
rial. On the wall opposite the entrance has 
been placed a bronze tablet bearing the fol- 
lowing inscription: 


Hutchinson Gallery of Old Masters. 
Named by the trustees in honor of Charles 
L. Hutchinson on completion of his twenty- 
fifth year as president of the Art institute. 


On the north wall of the room was hung a 
large portrait of President Hutchinson. Dur- 
ing the reception the room was decorated 
with a profusion of American beauty roses. 
| Subsequently the reception for the opening 
of the American artists’ exhibit was one of 
the largest in the history of the Art institute. 
Members of the Fortnightly club, the Anti- 
quarian society, the Chicago Woman's club, 
and the Municipal Art league were in charge. 

Refreshments were served at both ends of 
the galleries. The tables were decorated with 
a profusion of ferns and chrysanthemums. 
Among those who served were Mrs. William 
F. Grower, Mrs. B. F. Ayer, Mrs. James 
Watson, Mrs. J. R. Custer, and Mrs. Wheeler. 


Exhibition Is Large. | 

The exhibition, which is one of the largest 
and best in the history of the Art institute, 
will be opened to the public today and wi“!

Great admiration for the 
unusually well arranged scheme of hanging 
the pictures was expressed by the visitors, 
who also remarked upon the high artistic 
quality of most of the works.

Sends Message | He Will Appear in 
Court and Continues Speeches. 


New York, Oct. 22.—[Special.]—William As- 
tor Chanler, ex-congressman, jungleman, and 
man about town, got a warrant tonight for 
the arrest of William R. Hearst for criminal 
libel.

Mr. Chanler's charges concerned a state- 
ment about Mr. Chanler in an article printed 
in the Evening Journal Monday afternoon 
about the arrest of Hugo C. Voecks on the 
complaint of Raymond Hitchcock, the come- 
dian, for attempted extortion. Mr. Chanler's 
name was mentioned in referring to a charge 
that Mr. Hitchcock had taken Voecks' sister 
and other girls automobile riding to his home 
at Great Neck, L. I. 


Call Article Indecent Attack. 

Mr. Chanler and his lawyer, Mr. Harris, 
were hot about the article. They also had a 
complaint about something Mr. Hearst's 
morning paper, the American, printed about 
the same case, but they were more indignant 
over the Evening Journal's article. Mr. 
Chanler refused to make any statement to 
the reporters, but his counsel said: 

The articles were indecent and outrageous 
attacks on a decent man. It is true that Mr. 
Chanler knows Mr. Hitchcock. Both their 
homes are at Great Neck, L. I.”

Troops Under den Drude 
Suffer a Serious Repulse 
at Casablanca. 


FLEE INSIDE CITY WALIS 


Castle Anfloos, with $500,000, 
in Danger of Capture by 
Mulai Hafid. 


TANGIER, ‘Oct. 22.—The French forces at 
Casablanca. under the command of Gen. 
Drude, suffered a serious repulse by the 
Moors yesterday, according to reports re- 
ceived at the Spanish legation here. 

Moorish troops, estimated to number 7,000 
men and equipped with field guns and modern 
rifles, not only drove the French back to the 
city walls but menaced the town go that the 
French authorities found it expedient to re- 
quest aid from a Spanish warship in the har- 
bor to repel the attack. 

Castle Anfioos, located at Timsourin, near 
Mogador, which is known-to hold $500,000, 
is endangered by the advance of the third 
division, under Mulai Hafid. The castle is 
defended by Caid Anfloos, who represents 
Sultan Abd-el-Aziz in the south. 

The French troopship Artois left here to- 
night hurriedly with troops and machine 
guns on board. This force is going to the 
assistance of Caid Anfloos. 

The transportation of troops is seriously 
hampered by the lack of ships and the out- 
rageous charges of the transportation com- 
panies, 


How French Escaped Trap. 


CASABLANCA, Oct. 20.—[Delayed.]—The 
timely arrival of Gen. Drude with reinforce- 
ments alone saved Col. De Fretay’s re- 
eonnoitering column from annihilation yes- 
terday near Taddert. The troops consisted 
of a detachment of cavalry, two companies 
of infantry, and a section of a rapid fire gun 
battery. At Alvarez sixty Moorish horse- 
men were seen on top of a mound. Col. De 
Fretay ordered a squad of regular Algerian 
cavalry to give chase and a hot pursuit was 
kept up for about three miles, when sudden- 
ly the hills beyond were seen to be swarming 
with harsemen. The Algerian troopers, real: 
izing that they had fallen into a trap, retired. 

The Moors, who were constantly being re- 
inforced, then began a circling movement 
with the object. of turning the French posi- 
tion, but were momentarily checked. The 
situation was growing critical, as fully 5,000 
white clad Moorish warriors threatened to 
overwhelm De Fretay's column, when Gen. 
Drude,| who: arrived unperceived, with two 
companies of infantry, two batteries of fleld 
guns, and another section of the rapid fire 
gun battery, opened on the enemy with all 
his guns. 


Moors Taken by Surprise. 


The Moors were taken completely by sur- 
prise, and, taking advantage of the confusion 
into which the natives were thrown, Gen. 
Drude quickly massed and launched his 
cavalry into a furious charge, resulting in 
fierce hand to hand fighting. the French 
troopers and Algerian irregulars sabering 
the enemy right and left. The Moors were 
unable to withstand the impetuosity of the 
attack and broke and fled. 

The French losses, which were all sustained 
during the.charge, were Capt. Ihler, killed 
while leading his squadron; Jardy, a private 
of the Chasseure Afrique, who was wounded 
and carried by his frantic horse into the 
thick of the enemy, by whom he was de- 
capitated and mutilated... Another was killed 
in the hand to hand fighting. Over sixty 
Moors were left dead on the field. 


SAY JOSEPH IS RECOVERING. 


For First Time During Emperor’s III- 
ness Court Physicians Issue Bul- 
letins on Condition. 


— — 


VIENNA, Oct. 22.—For the first time dur- 
ing the illness of Emperor Francis Joseph a 
bulletin signed by his doctors has been issued. 
It is regarded as an indication that the em- 
peror is convalescing. The bulletin says: 

The emperor has been suffering from in- 
fectious feverish bronchitis. During the last 
five days there has been no recurrence of 
fever. The appetite of the patient is satisfac- 
tory and his strength is being relatively well 
maintained. It may be considered certain, in, 
the absence of unforeseen developments, that 
the emperor is progressing toWards recovery 

This statement will dispose of certain mis- 
leading reports concerning the condition of 
the emperor that have appeared recently.“ 


SHIP WITH 500 GOES ASHORE. 


Russian Liner Lituania, from New 
York, Leaking, but Not in Dan- 
ger, Captain Thinks. 


MALMO, Sweden, Oct. 22.—-The Russian 
steamer Lituania, from Libau for Copen- 
hagen and New York and having about 500 
passengers on board, went ashore off Ski!- 
linge today during a thick fog. The Lituania 
is leaking and already has fourteen feet of 
water in the forehold. The situation, how- 
ever, is not dangerous. The captain declined 
assistance. 


Lake Steamer is Missing.

| GARY GIVES 7 PHONE GRANT 


Town Finally Presents Fran- 
chise to Chicago Company. 
TRUSTEES CHANGE MINDS. 


At First Opposed to Bell Concern; Now 
Moved by Petitions.

—— 


The Chicago Telephone company scored a 
minor success yesterday when the board of 
trustees of Gary, Ind., granted it a long 
term tetephone franchise. Gary is regarded 
by the teephone people as prospectively rich 
in opportunities. 

The attitude of the trustees of the new 
city has previously been one of opposition 
to the granting of municipal privileges to 
large corporatione without ample compensa- 
tion. Six months ago they refused the IIII- 
nois Steel company a permit to run electric 
cars through their streets and granted the 
franchise to a mall independent concern 
which promised greater remuneration. 

Their antagonism toward the Chicago Tele- 
phone company was bitter because of ite 
rate schedule. The corporation circulated 
petitions with such success, however, that 
the trustees yesterday not only presented it 
out and out with a franchise, but extended it 
over a period of fifty years. 

The franchise provides that until 8,000 
phones are in use in Gary and Tolleston, both 
of which are included in the franchise, the 
rates will be: Single party business, $48; 
residence, $36; two party business, $36; resi- 
dence, $24; four party business, $24; reai- 
dence, $18. When the number of phones in 
use exceeds 3,000 the rates are to be estab- 
lished at a conference between the board of 
trustees and the telephone company.

The meeting seemed unprepared for such a 
display of firmness, which effectually 
silenced all interruptions and settled down 
to a clear and disappointing story of the 
company's losses. After Holmes had ex- 
plained how the circus had been steadily 
losing money since the death of the genius 
who made it a success and how the dividends 
of the last few years h&d not been paid out 
of the earnings of those years, but dis- 
tributed by the late J. A. Bailey out of a 
surplus of $600,000, he began to get the meet- 
ing with him. His further statement that 
this surplus was now cut down to less than 
half and that this year’s loss up to Sept. 14 
was $22,000, seemed to allay most of the ob- 
jection, but later both Holmes and McCad- 
don were subjected to many unpleasant ques- 
tions. 

All these were so satisfactorily answered 
by Holmes, who incidentally cracked real 
American jokes at the psychological moment, 
that the meeting passed the resolution to gell 
amid great laughter.

The inspectors found a water main which, 
they cite records to prove, has been used by 
the flour company for five years. In ali this 
time the city has not received a penny of 
compensation for the water used. 

In order to clinch its apgument the city 
sought out a former engineer of the company 
and obtained an affidavit in which he declares 
he was compelled to hoodwink the water in- 
spectors who have visited the place in years 
past. Along with this statement he furnished 
the details of the hoodwinking in an ap- 
parently convincing manner. 

The water department had hed suspicions 
that: there Was some sort of an irregular 
pipe in the vicinity of tial decane building, 
but until yeet was unable to get any 
confirmation of them. Barly in the morning 
inepectors were told to go to the building 
and make, a thorough investigation. 


Inspectors Told to Keep Ont. 

It was shortly after 9 o'clock, according to 
the inspectors, that they reached the buil- 
ing, and, showing their stars, demanded ad- 
mittance. 

“TIT have authority to permit you to 
make an investigation at this time,”’ said a 
subordinate. It would be necessary to es 
down the machinery.“ 

The inspectors argued, but to no purpose, 
and, they told their superiors, they were 
compelled to leave that entrance. They were

After a little more investigation the inspec- 
tors discovered that thie pipe had carried wa- 
ter to the company’s boilers, hot water sys 
tem, and small manufacturing apparatus 
which needed water power. They so reported 
to Deputy Commissioner of Public Works 
Paul Redieske. 


Former Engineer Makes Affidavit. 

Redleske insisted that more evidence be se- 
cured, however, and the inspectors found 
John C. Wihrs, formerly engineer for the 
building, who made an affidavit, 

“The pipe has been in use for several years, 
perhaps five,’ said Wihrs. In November, 
1905, when the water inspectors came to make 
the annual inspection I was ordered to plug up 
this pipe and make it look. as if it was unused.

We. found 
chunks of bread and meat sticking through 
the bars after the meal was over, showing 
they got enough to eat, at least.

An inspection of the shafts, bores, and 
equipment of the Illinois Tunnel company, 
made yesterday by almost half the members 
of the oijty council. failed to reveal any viola- 
tions of the ordinance authorizing the under- 
ground system. 

It was found that while the corporation is 
concentrating its energies on the construction 
of facilities for handling freight it has re- 
mained within the stipulations of its fran- 


chise on all points, and at the present time 


even is equipped to handle a larger telephone 
business than that required of it on Jan. 24. 


The subterranean trip wae a direct result of 
a resolution introduced by Ald: MoCoid de- 
clearing that the company's franchise should 
be revoked on the ground that tts freight 

business constituted a violation of the creat- 
ing ordinance. 

Two members of the subcommittee appoint- 
ed to make an inquiry into these charges, 
Ald. Scully and Ald. Badenoch, accompanied 
the party. The third member, Ald. Maypole, 
remained behind, as he frequently has been 
through the tunnel and the facilities for 
handling large parties of visitors are limited. 


Ald. McCoid Not in the Party. 


Thirty other aldermen, with City Engineer 
John Prieson and City Blectrician William 
Carroll, made up the party. They were under 
the escort and guidance of three of the com- 
pany’s officers: Samuel McRoberts, presi- 
dent; W. J. C. Kenyon, vice president and 


general manager, and John Calahen, general 


superintendent. , 

Ald. McCoid was not in the party. 

The start was made shortly after Bo ‘clock 
in the morning and the inspection lasted 
nearly four hours. A careful examination

SPLIT IN RANKS IS FEARED. 


' 


Deposed ‘President Appeals. to Leased 
Wire Men for Support. 


The special convention of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ union, which convenes at Mil- 
waukee today, ig likely to be anything but 
a peace conference. While the convention 
is called primarily to consider ways and 
means for maintaining the strike and of 
considering future amalgamation with the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers, it is proba- 
ble that it will develop into a factional fight 
among the officers which may end in a split 
into two organizations. 

Indications along this line were forthcom- 
ing yesterday when Chairman Frank Likes, 
recently appointed a member of the national 
executive board, declared at the striker# 
massmeeting that all the present officials 
must be removed. 

Every national officer must be removed 
and men put in their places who not only 
will have the confidence of the rank and 
file, but of the telegraph companies as well,“ 
he déclared, 

It was the present national board which 
deposed Sylvester J. Small and ordered the 
special convention at Milwaukee and if a 
move is made to depose its members a hot 
fight will be the result. Added to this fac- 
tional difference will be the réaction of the 
last day or two im favor of Small. 


Small Appeals for Support. 

Although the former president will not at- 
tend the conyention, his influence will be felt. 
He already “has: issued a statement to the 
leased wire and brokers’ operators asking for 
their support and calling upon them to re- 
pudiate the Milwaukee convention and any 
actions it may take. If a split in the present 
orgasization should result from the conven- 
tion, Small will hold his following together 
and institute a legal fight for the present 
name of the organization and will test the 
legality of the proceedings of the rump’”’ 
convention, as he declares it to be. 

The national executive officers refused to 
discuss the political action of the convention 
and seemed to scent the impending storm. 


Break in Union Feared. 

Added to the troubles and personal differ- 
ences among officials of the union was the 
persistent mor that during the course of 
the convention and in the absence of the 
officials from Chicago, the malcontents would 
endeavor to lead a stampede and break the 
strike. It is an admitted fact that many of 
the strikers are dissatisfied and are waiting 
only for an opportunity to return to work. 
The prospect of a factional fight among the 


officers and a disruption of the union also is 


felt. 

Delegates to the convention continue to 
arrive in Chicago and will proceed to Milwau- 
kee this morning. . Delegations from thirty- 
two cities have been heard from and as many 
more are expected. Arrangements have been 
made to transmit news of the convention pro- 
ceedings to Chicago by wireless telegraphy. 


No Strike on the Rio Grande. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 22.—There will be no 
strike of telegraph operators on the Denver 
and Rio Grande railway on account of the 
discharge of Wire Chief R. T. Skeggs of 
Grand Junction: Mr. Skeggs has secured 
other employment and refuses reinstate- 
ment, even if the railroad is willing to give 
him his old position.

Chicago Strikers Will Stand E 


Pat Despite Judge A. C. 
Thompson’s Injunction. 


SAY BATTLE WILL GO ON. 


Claim the International Officers 
Alone Are Affected by Action 
of the Ohio Court. 


Labor leaders and officials of the local 
pressmen’s union were inclined to view light- 
ly yesterday the injunction granted on Mon- 
day by Judge A. C. Thompson of the United 
States District court of southern Ohio. 

The injunction, which was granted at the 
instance of the United Typothete of Amer- 
ica, restrained the International Pressmen's 
union from calling, Inciting, or supporting a 
strike for an eight hour day in violation of a 
contract. 

The local officials asserted the officers of the 
international union will obey to the letter the 
terms of the injunctfon, but that it is in 
effective’and will in no way change the situa- 
tion. 

Can Act Independently. 

“We have had no official communication 
from the officers of the international union 
concerning thi#injunction,” said the secre- 
tdry of the local union. ‘“ As the interna- 
tional union has not paid benefits during the 
strike we regard this clause as a joke. But 
the international officers can't prevent the 
local uniens from acting indepéndently and 
individual members from walking out if they 
see fit. They can smilingly deplore walk- 
outs which they are powerless to prevent. 
Injunctions will not run grinting presses, and 
the men will not go back until their de- 
mande are granted. I won't say whether the 
local ‘unions are paying strike benefits or 
not. We have less than a hundred men on 
strike in Chicago, and employers who have 
granted the eight hour day are not going‘ to 
retract their agreements and run the risk of a 
new walkout. Most of the strikers are wel 
fixed, and even if more quit and the local 
union is enjoined from paying strike bene- 
fits—well, they won't starve.“ 


No Repudiations Tet. 


Secretary Edgar W. Chesterman of the 
United Typothete said that thus far no firms 
which previously had granted the demands 
of the union and made an agreement had 
availed themselves of the 3 to re- 

pudiate the latter arrang

privileges for the corporations which they 
serve and those who.as governmenta! officers 
were in a position to influence the granting of 
such privileges, but corporations themselvés, 
although the creatures of the state, have 
seemed to be in some way beyond the power 
of the state to control and outside the reach 
of its authority.“ 

Mr. Butler said that the character of a 
corporation did not depend upon its size, but 
upon its principles and policies, and that 
nothing was therefore to be necessarily 
feared from a large corporation on account 
of its extent... 

Wade. H. Hillis, attorney general ‘of Ohio, 
urged thet. congress require every corpora- 
tion to attend to its own business in its 
own ‘Name, without the power to own stock

Mr. Governor, Mr. Mayor, and you my 
fellow citizens, my fellow Americans, men 
and women of the great historic common- 
wealth of Tennessee. It is indeed a pleasure 


| to be here today in the capital of this great 


state to say à word of greeting to its citi- 
zens gathered together. Tennessee's his- 
tory dates back to the formation of this 
as an independent nation. The hardy back 
woodsman of the Piedmont counties of Vir- 
ginla and the Carolinas had crossed the 
divide and settled on what were then knowr 
as the western waters before the first con- 
tinental congress met. And this city was 
founded in the middle of the revolutionary 
war, for while our people on.the seaboard 
were winning independence, the people west 
ot them had begun the great historic task 
of the American nation, the conquest of a 
continent. 


State of Noble Birth. 

„% And at a critical moment in the strug- 
gle for American independence, when all of 
the southern states lay under the heel of 
Cornwallis’ army, word was brought to the 
British leaders that the backwater men had 
crossed, the mountains with the men of the 
western waters, the mounted riflemen of 
Tennessee had come across through the de- 
file, had won the battle of King’s Mauntain, 
and raised again the standard of American 
freedom.

“ Public questions change from time to 
time> One generation has to meet and solve 
a given set of problems, the next generation 
has to meet and solve another set of prob- 
lems, but the spirit in which these problems 
must be met, if they are to be successfully 
solved, cannot change. The man who has the 
stuff in him to make him a good citizen in 
one generation would be a good citizen in any 
other generation. That is true of civic life 
exactly as it is true of military life. Tactics 
change. They wear khaki now instead of 
either blue or gray, but if ever the crisis 
comes our men can only win if they show 
that they habe now the same spirit that sent 
on to battle the men in blue and the men in 
gray in the dark years from 61 to 65. 

“The spirit does not change, and it is the 
spirit of the man that counts as the ultimate 
aggressive factor in battle. We need or- 
ganization, we need generalship, but or- 
ganization and generalship cannot avail un- 
less the private soldier in the ranks, unless 
the average man with a musket, has got the 
right stuff in him. for if he has not got the 
right stuff in him you cannot get it out of him. 
I should not say that Old Hickory was fault- 
less, but Andrew Jackson was as upright a 
patriot, as honest an American, as faultless 
a gentleman as ever any nation had. His 
memory will remain forever a precious na- 
tional heritage, and his Cc career should 
be studied by egfry public man who desires 
to be in good faith the servant of the whole 
people of the United States.“

The government has 
had to take up work of protecting do- 
mestic animals and plants and of increas- 
ing the productivity of the soil because 
there was no-way in which the experience 
of.one farmer might be communicated to 
others and there was, no one else capable 
of carrying on the necessarily expensive 
experiments. But there never has been 
any lack of individual experimenters in 
the field of medicine, surgery, anatomy, 
‘pathology, and kindred sciences. There 
has been no lack of technical journals 
through whieh new discoveries soon be- 
came common property of progressive phy- 
sicians. Until now, regardless of anal- 
ogy) there has been no such reason for 
governmental protection of human health 
as there has been for promoting the wel- 
fare of animals and plants. But if the 
argument is a weak one the cause Is a 
strong one. There are reasons now which 
never existed before for governmental in- 
tervention. Now is the first time that 
enough has been known about the nature 
of infection to make governmental action 
capable of good, The city must do much, 
the state must do much, but effective 
work requires the codperation of the na- 
tional government also, Preventable 
waste of life must be prevented. 


A LOSING CAUSE. 

Before the April election in Chicago the 
leaders of the socialist party made claims 
that there would be large gains of ad- 
herents shown by the results of the ballot.

- THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 

The celebrations which are taking place 
this week in connection with the formal 
opening of the Hennepin canal recall the 
‘excitement which attended the dedication 
of the Erie canal and other artificial wa- 
terways between 1825 and 1837. At the 
same time they may be marking the begin- 
ning of a new era for inland water trans- 
portation. The interest aroused in the for- 
mer period died out when the construction 
of railroads began to demand public atten- 
tion. The new era begins at a time when 
the railroads are unable to furnish enough 
ears for handling the freight which is of- 
fered them, and when railroad officials 
are declaring that their roads have reached 
the limit of their carrying capacity with- 
out great outlays for additional ‘trackage 
and equipment. 

The Hennepin canal extends from Hen- 
nepin on the Illinois river to a point on 
the Mississippi just below Rock Island, a 
distance of seventy-five miles. A feeder 
as wide and deep as the main channel 
adds twenty-nine miles to the total length. 


This great waterway, 52 feet wide at the

1892, its total cost being about $7,500,000,

y ORD COLERIDGE, who has just been 


raised to the bench of England's High 

Court of Justice, King’s Bench divi- 

sion, with a salary of $25,000 a year 

and the assurance of a pension of 
$15,000 a year on his retirement, will be re- 
membered in this country as Khe Hon. Ber- 
nard Coleridge. As such he accompanied 
his father when lord chief justice of Eng- 
land on one of that celebrated lawyer's long- 
est tours in America, and impressed those 
who met him over here at that epoch as a 
sharp featured young man, with a quickness 
of look and decision of character that one is 
apt to seek in Americans rather than in 
Englishmen. 

Later on, whem his father died, He excited 
a good deal of surprise on both sides of the 
Atlantic by his efforts to avert his succession 
to his father’s peerage and to his seat in the 
house of lords. The discussion on the sub- 
ject, which was ultimately referred to the 
highest law officers of the crown, and to the 
courts of final appeal, established the fact, 
generally unknown until then, that the heir 
to a peérage is unable to renounce his suc- 
cession and to remain a commoner. The 
courts and the law officers took the view that 
am inherited peerage ‘pertained to the 
blood and could not be alienated or dis- 
carded at the will of its holder, and that 
therefore, nolens volens, Bernard Coleriage 
had become through his father’s death a peer 
of the realm in the eyes of the law, possessed 
of the prerogatives of that rank, but algo 
subject to its disadvantages, among the lat- 
ter being the inability to sit in the house of 
commons. 


Bernard Coleridge et at the time member 
of parliament for Sheffield and had built up 
for himeelf a lucrative practice at the bar, 
He had expectations and hopes of a political 
career, which he realized would be sacrificed 
by his removal from the lower to the upper 
chamber of the national legisiature, It was 
likewise believed at the time that as a peer 
of the realm he would be compelled to aban- 
don his law practice. It was contended that 
a peer had no right to practice law, since the 
house of lords is the supreme court of justice 
of the British empire and its ultimate tri- 
bunal of appeal, of which he was, as a peer, 
one of the jadges. 

The matter was a serious one for Bernard 
Coleridge. For with the loss of his seat in 
the house of commons and consequent wreck 
of his political prospects and the sacrifice of 
his legal practice, he was confronted, as he 
himself admitted, by beggary, since his fath- 
er had bequeathed every penny of his large 
fortune to his young second wife. 

Finally it was decided by the court and 
the law officers of the crown that notwith- 
standing his having become a peer he could 
continue to practice in all the courts save 
that constituted by the Rouse of lords. Prac- 
tice before the latter is the most remunera- 
tive branch of law. Still it was better than 
nothing, and in spite of his being an advanced 
radical, his case excited so much sympathy 
that even the conservative and unionist gov- 
ernments helped him along with commission- 
erships, etc. 

~o- 

At one moment he, as well as his brothers, 
was on the point of instituting proceedings 
to upset his father’s will, which had left 
everything to their young stepmother. But 
they finally decided to let the will stand, 
prompted by a natural reluctance to expose 
themselves to al! the disagreeable notoriety 
of another public family scandal, such as 
had been aired some years previously when 
the late Lord Chief Justice Coleridge had 
been sued by his only daughter, Mildred, for 
nonsupport. That trial was of the most ex- 
traordinary character, and showed that the 
lord chief justice was guilty of avarice pushed 
almost to the point of Insanity, and that he 
not only kept her in a state of starvation and 
beggary, dependent upon the charity of her 
brothers and of her friends but that he like- 
wise subjected himself to fare worthy of a 
miser. | 

Lord Coleridge, whose grandfather, the Rt. 
Hon. Sir John Duke Coleridge, was likewise 
a judge of the same court as that to which he, 
Lord Coleridge, has now been appointed, wil! 
as a peer of the realm be debarred by statute 
from taking his turn with the other judges 
in presiding at the trials of contested parlia- 
mentary elections. These in Great Britain 
always are determined by a tribunal presided 
over by a judge of the court of the King’s 
Bench division of the High court, without 
any jury. Lord Coleridge is married to the 
daughter of the late Bishop Mackarness of 
Oxford, and is a great grandnephew of Sam- 
uel Taylor Coleridge, the author of The 
Ancient Mariner.“ 

— 

Although Baron Tschirschky, who has just 
been transferred from the post of secretary 
of state for foreign affairs at Berlin to that 
of German ambassador at Vienna, is a most 
conscientious and hard working servant of 
the state and devoted to the emperor, yet it 
is doubtful whether his mission in Austria is 
likely to prove a success. In appearance and 
in manner he conveys the e sm of a 
painstaking, straitlaced bureaucrat rather 
than of a grand seigneur, such as his prede- 
cessor, Gen. Count Wedel, now promoted to 
the viceroyalty of Alsace-Lorraine. He has 
none of the count's geniality, soldierly bear- 
ing, and graciousness to rich and poor alike. 
He is angular in the form of his architecture 
and in his mode of address, and, worstof all, 
for a foreign ambassador at Vienna, is mar- 
ried to a lady belonging to the Austrian 
bourgeoisie. True, her father now bears the 
title of Baron Stummer von Tavarnok. But 
he, as well as his elder brother August, is a 
manufacturer who belongs to a family of the 
Vienna bourgeoisie named Stummer, and, like 
his brother, received the title of baron some 
twenty years ago on account of his services 
in the cause of industry and in recognition of 
his contributions to charitable enterprises. 
That is to say, the family and all the relatives 
at Vienna of the new German ambassadress 
to the court of Austria belong to that par- 
ticular sphere of society which is rigorously 
excluded from court and from the great 
world. 
> 

It is said that Baron Tschirschky on quit- 
ting the secretaryship of state for foreign 
affairs at Berlin had the choice of the em- 
bassy at Rome and of that at Vienna, and 
that-he himself chose the latter. It is under- 
stood that he accepted this post at the in- 
stance of his wife, who hoped that as German 
ambassadrese she would be able to penetrate 
into circles of her native land to which under 
no other circumstances could she have se- 
cured admission. Of course as German am- 

assadresa she will be included in all court 

nections and be asked to the state banquets 
and to the state balls, the strict regulations 
requiring the possession of sixteen quarter- 
ings, that is to say, eight generations of noble 
descent on the father’s side and eight on that 
of the mother, free from any bourgeois strain, 
which is exacted of all Austro-Hungarian 
women, whether married to natives or to for- 
eigners, and of all foreign women wedded to 
citizens of the dual empire, being waived in 
her case. But that she will ever become part 
and parcel of court society at Vienna and of 
the Austrian great world, or be able to fill the 
influential role therein that was played by 
Countess Wedel (a daughter of the Swedish 
branch of the Scottish ducal house of Hamil- 
ton) and a grande dame in every sense of the 
word, it is idle to expect. 

In one word, Baroness Tachirschky’s bour- 
geois origin, coupled with the fact that the 
bourgeoisie to which she belongs by birth is 
Viennese, cannot fail to terribly hamper the 
success of her husband's mission at Vienna, 
even if it were not already handicapped by 
the unfortunate fact that he was formerly a 
friend of Prince Philip Eulenberg, who left 
but few friends in Austria when the coldness 
of Viennese society virtually compelled him 
to retire from the post of ambassador to the 
court of Emperor Francis Joseph. It is only 
fair to add that Baron Tschirschky is a man 
of the most blameless and exemplary private 
life and, far from being disposed to frivolity, 
is, on the contrary, if anything too serious:

NEW COCAINE LAW DRAWN | 
AND SENT TO LEGISLATURE. 


Bill Prepared by C. H. Avery of State 
Board of Pharmacy Designed to Put 
Drug Out of Reach of All but Doctors. 


There was sent to Springfield yesterday a 
bill which Representative Church will intro- 
@ace in the legislature and which is intended 
to prevent the sale of cocaine if it can be dove 
by legal enactment. The present law bas 
been found to be ineffective, so Judge Sadler 
of the Municipal court and C. H. Avery of 
the state board of pharmacy drew up the 
substitute which has been given in the charge 
of Mr. Church. . 

It differs from the present law riot only in 
that it more accurately describes what is 
meant by cocaine but imposes heavy pen- 
alties for the illegal selling of it. It goes so 
far as to forbid physicians from prescribing 
the drug to persons known to be addicted to 
ite use. 


To make it impossible to sell any of the ' 


products of cocaine which have a different 
technical name and yet aré practically the 
same thing not only is the illegal sale of this 
particular drug forbidden but that of alpha 
or beta eucaine, or any salt or any compound 
containing any of the foregoing substances 
or any of their salts or compounds or de- 
rivatives.’’ 

The only legal sale to be allowed is on the 
prescription of a registered physician, which 
must give the name and address of the per- 
son prescribed for, the date it was filled, and 
be kept permanently on file by the druggist. 
It must be filled but once and no copy of it 
made. 

Cocaine can be sold at wholesale upon the 
written order of any registered druggist, 
physician, veterinary surgeon, or dentist, but 
the package must be plainly marked on be 
outside showing what it contains and tho 
oo *‘ poison” printed prominently in red 
ink. 

The penalty for violationa is a fine of not 
more than $1,000 or imprisonment in jail fora 
year, or both. 


STATE CHARITIES BUSINESS 
TO BE PUT ON NEW BASIS. 


Board Proposes to Governor to Have 


Management of Institutions Centra]. 
ized and Concentrated. 


Resolutions forwarded to Gov. Deneen yes- 
terday announced that the working plan of 
the board of state commissioners of public 
charities for the next year will be the for- 
mulation of a system for the concentrated 
business management of Illinois’ institutions. 
The present methods of independent man- 
agement of each of seventeen institutions 
was declared commercially obsolete and 
wasteful. 

By the resolutions Dr, Prank Billings, pres- 
ident of the board, is made chairman of a 
commission to undertake this work. He ts 
authorized to appoint as his associates not 
only members of the board but persons who 
have no connection with the state charities.

“THE REAL BLAKE,” 
(McClure, Phillips & Co., New York). Will- 


fam Blake is a difficult subject. We have | 
little positive information about him. He 


himself is unsate as a guide to his own life 
and work. Nature seems to have intended 
nim for a sculptor, but he became a painter. 
He thought himself an epic poet, but his 
lyrics only are famed. Above all, althougha 
genuine poet, he either willfully or ignorant- 
ly disregarded the accepted meanings of 
words, with the result thet even to the sym- 
pathetic general reader he aphears constant- 
ly to say what he does not mean.. His main 
tools of expression were symbols which have 
not yet been deciphered, Mr. Ellis is fully 
aware of the @ifficuity, saying: Blake's 
books are to those of other poets almost ex- 
actly what algebra is to arithmetic. His 
X. v. and Z are biblical and historical names, 
and their action on each other contains truth 
that cannot be told except in mythic form. 
Those who insist thet Blake shall be ex- 
plained in nonmythic form are as reasonable 
as those who expect the mathematician to go 
without his letters and signs.” 

Mr. Ellis has given years to Blake study, 
and the volume contains several statements 
which are illuminating if true, and sugges- 
‘tive, at least, if fase. The citations and 
comments showing Blake's use of Lavater 
an@ Swedenborg are of positive value for 
which the reader should be grateful. The 
work profits by its illustfations. 

In spite of these merits the book as a whole 
is eminently unsatisfactory. In his seit- 
avowed purpose to set forth Blake visibly 
and accurately, the author has almost un- 
reservedly failed. What is worth while could 
have been put in forty: or fifty pages; as 
it stands—over 400—it is ill written, slouchy, 
garrulous, and uncritical. 

The following extracts of elucidation aré 
typical. As a small child Mr. Eills sus- 
pects that Blake went so far as to allow 
his upright flames of waving hair to be 
crushed down for him sometimes.” As a 
young man he made love probably,“ in 
a garden.“ He had “ scientific’’ dreams, 
whatever they may be. To Blake's declara- 
tion of his opinion that the earth is not 
round but flat (and it must be remembered 
that he never went to school) Mr. Ellis 
adds the following remarkable explanation: 
“Of course, around the size of the earth is 
an eternal plane to a spectator walking on 
it. Blake was speaking purely about its re- 
sult on the emotions of man through hiseye, 
by means of which ‘we become what we 
behold,’ and the vision of the earth in each 
of us is that of a plane that leaves off at the 
horizon.“ 

The distrust which the reader feels early, 
both of the authenticity of the implied facts 
and of the quality of the conclusions, is un- 
dispelled at the end. In short, Blake is not 
here made convincingly real.“

Broomhall’s weekly foreign crop summary 
read: “United Kingdom—The weather has 
shown some improvement. since our last re- 
port, although seeding is still hindered. Scot- 
land—The crops have been badly damaged 
as a result of wet weather. France—Seeding 
has been hindered; sellers are reserved and 
the export demand reported in our last state- 
ment continues. Germany—The weather is 
favorable for all roots and potatoes, but rain 
is wanted for seeding, Prussia—An official 
report for Oct. 15 places the condition of both 
wheat and rye a: 80 per cent, against 80 per 
cent a year ago the same time. Austria- 
Hungary—The latest advices state that the 
drought bas been relieved by occasional 
showers and some seeding has been done, al- 
though the soil is dry; it is expected that it 
will be necessary to import grain during the 
season. Roumania—In spite of the fact of 
there being no general rains, seeding is pro- 
gressing rapidly. Bulgaria—Drought stil 
continues; the corn crop is estimated at 
10,400,000 bu. Russia—Drought continues 
and the outlook in the southern belt is 
serious;

cluded. Argentine—The weather is more set- 
tled and the damage reported last week is 
unimportant; our agent thinks that the of- 
ficial surplus estimate of 140,000,000 bu is re- 
sonable.

“ A warning note has been raised that the 
advance in price is bound to draw supplies at 
an increasing rate, which may have the ef- 
fect of putting a damper on the ardor of 
buyers,” said Lenders & Co. of London, who 
have been bullish in their views. It must 
be admitted that so far the last mentioned 
contingency has not océurred, as in spite of

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NO DESIRE TO MAKE LOANS. 


Conservatism Considered the Best Pol- 


icy for All Concerned. 


While there is no doubt the money situation 
is extremely acute, caused by developments 
in New York, still it could not be learned yes- 
terday that Chicago banks felt disturbed. 
They, however, were found to be extremely 
alert and not inclined to lend any more money 
than necessary. This position was taken in 
consequence of the New York situation. And 
why, for other than immediate +necessities, 
borrowers should expect to obtain funds at 
this time the banks could not understand. 

For the benefit of all, it win be necessary 

for a time at least to be most conservative 
in lending. Such a policy is absolutely dic- 
tated by the situation, It may work tem- 
porarily some hardship for those who have 
failed to profit by the signs of thé times, but 
the general good must be placed before the 
special needs of the few. 
Money rates, locally, were firmer. The 
higher the interest rate, however, the less 
the talking required on the part of the banks 
to ward off.borrowing, In the meantime de- 
posits are running off and this only adds to 
the reasons for conservatism. 


New York Crisis Not Over. 
The New York situation suggests that the 


worst may not be over, although the present 


is a trying one. If the New York trust com- 
panies are to be looked after with the same 
vigor that has characterized the action of the 
cledring house committee, then it is reason- 
able to assume that a great deal remaing yet 
to be uncovered. , . 

But aside from general surmises, it is a 
known fact that lenders cannot carry much 
longer the load they have taken on in order 
to tide aver their patrons. With the 50 per 
cent decrease in the market value of securi- 
ties, the margin must be small between the 
amount of the loan and the value of the col- 
lateral. It would not be so bad if there were 
any hope of a considerable recovery in stock 
prices. When it comes to the point of whethe1 
the bank shall lose or the customer be sold 
out; there is but one course for the bank to 
pursue, and that is to realize. It has no right 
to act as trustee for the funds of others and 
them subject them to lose for the benefit of 
Some one or a few individuals. 

And the longer the present upheaval con- 
tinues in New York the greater will be the 
necessity for the New York banks to Pro- 
tect themselves, for the balances of west- 
ern correspondents will undoubtedly be 
drawn down, There will be nothing left fer 
the New York banks to do but close out loans 
with insufficient or fixed security. This will 
mean more securities thrown on an already 
prostrate market. 


Swift Stock Support Broken. 

Swift & Co, stock broke below par yester- 
day on the local exchange, dropping to 92%. 
Boston started the heavy selling. The price 
was 90 there when 100% was bid in Chicago. 
When the price began to fall about 1 o'clock 
the orders to sell came from many directions, 
and the supporting orders in the market were 
not in sufficient volume to absorb the offer- 
ings. In consequence the price went to 92% 
and closed at 94. 

The wisdom of endeavoring to support the 
shares above par when every other security 
was crymbling in market value has been 
doubted. First, it suggested there must be 
some necessity for bolstering the price, and, 
secondly, it only invited selling which would 
otherwise not be ordered. So long as holders 
were able to sell the 7 per cent stock above 
par and buy at 83 cumulative 7 per cent pre- 
ferred stock like United States Steel, it might 
have been expected that selling orders would 
continue. Meantime it has been difficult to 
borrow from the local banks, and the larger 
the purchases by the inside-interests the 
greater the difficulty they created for them- 
selves. 


So far as Swift & Co., the packing house 


firm itself, are concerned the situation is dif- 
ferent. One of the members was quoted as 
saying: 

It is purely a market condition and prob- 
ably could not have been avoided. I wish to 
gay that the condition does not grow out of 
any trouble with the company. Our finances 


Are in good shape and business is large.“ 


Large Margins Are Asked. 

Chicago commission houses, in several in- 
stances, are asking a minimum of 20 points 
margin on all purthases. Margin calls have 
been freely made. The unwillingness of the 
banks to lend has had the effect of causing 
the commission houses to act with great care 
in purchasing securities on margin.
